Marty answered with ID before I even saw your email. 


Just want to add that the Collins R-105/ARR-15 was a post-WW2 Navy contract, 
where the Navy replaced the ARB and RAX receivers which were used with the 
Navy ART-13's (ATC in WW2 Navy nomenclature) with the R-105's. 

These receivers have presettable frequencies just like the ART-13 and the 
same kind of remote channel control box is usable with them, or they can be 
wired to the ART-13 remote and switch channels simultaneously in the 
receiver and transmitter. 

The 3 boxes underneath are not clear enough in detail, but one of them could 
be the radio compass, one an I/C amplifier and the third could be an IFF 
box. 

Next to the LM-xx frequency meter is what looks like a power control panel 
and item 6 is not clear enough for me to tell. 

Judging from the gear, it's probably equipped identically to the US Navy 
Neptune. . 

Maybe you could find a Neptune manual to peruse for positive identification 


on the unclear items?

Interphone amplifier (see bottom of 

http: //aafradio.org/flightdeck/Interphone_systems.html ). Item 3 is 
most likely a master volume control, while the switch panel under it 
appears to be a 5.75"" back illuminated rack panel version of the 
C-380/AIC-5 control box described on the above page. I don't keep the 
later rack mount info because it's beyond my time area of interest, but 
that should get you into the right ballpark. Items 7, 8, and 9 are too 
pixilated to see much, even in my 1500x1250 pixel version. The labels 
underneath on the rack say Left and Right something, and Type something 
something, but that's about all I can see for sure. They look like the 
postwar configuration of selsyn amplifiers to me.
